The Elba City schools have 
announced pre-registration for 
children who will enter kinder- 
garten and first grade for the 
school term 1975-76. Thepre- 
registration will beheld at Elba 
Elementary School on May 5, 
1°75, from 8:30a.m, until 11:30 
a.m. Children pre-register- 
ing must be accompanied by

DRUG ABUSE IS RISING- 
al WILL YOUR CHILD BECOME AN ADDICT? 
By Chief M. W. Johnston, Elba Police Department 


This is the conclusion of a 13-part series. 


Almost every adult American has been lulled into a false 
security about drug abuse. People have heard and read so much 
about it that the subject has become old news, unless someone 
in the immediate family has been a victim. The fact is our 
country is standing directly in the path of a new tidal wave of 
drug abuse which could surpass the epidemic of the early ’70's. 
This series tells why this is taking place and what might be 
done about it. 


WHAT HAPPENS IF YOU GET ‘‘BUSTED?”’ 


During the past five years the laws governing drugs have 
changed drastically, some becoming more lenient, others more 
severe. To discuss likely punishments for each of the possible 
offenses would take pages. More important is what a drug 
arrest means personally and the effect it has on one's life 
afterward. 


If arrested on a drug charge which is a felony, and ultimately 
convicted, after paying the price the sentence demands, one 
still has to face the added disadvantages of loss of voting 
rights and the very definite drawback of having the conviction 
on his record for years to come. Employers naturally shy 
away from hiring an ex-felon, if they know of the conviction, 
and obtaining credit is considerably hampered. Some states 
have passed, or are in the process of passing, legislation that 


‘ will prohibit transmittal of such record information for em- 


ployment or credit purposes, but this in itself cannot overcome 
the stigma of having been convicted. Human nature being what 
it is, when people find out a person has been convicted of a 
crime, regardless of the crime, its seriousness, and the fact 
that the person who was convicted has served his sentence or 
paid his debt to society in other ways, he is still generally 
thought of as a ‘‘criminal.’’ It is difficult to find anyone who 
will trust him in important matters; even friends and rela- 
tives seemingly never forget. Such discouragement is hard to 
live with and easily leads to getting into trouble with autho- 
rities time after time. 

Notwithstanding these factors, any relaxation of the laws against 
the sale and/or misuse of drugs would only serve to weaken 
what should be a united front to stamp out drug abuse once 
and for all. Let the courts continue to have the prerogative 
to deal with lesser drug offenses as the individual case justi- 
fies, and retain or stiffen penalties in the more serious cate- 
gories, such as the illicit sale of drugs especially to minors. 


Obviously this series, in the interest of conserving space, 
has only touched on the high points of the drug abuse scene as 
it stands today. Broader education on the subject has been 
urged and to accomplish this, Americans must become more 
involved. For starters, interested people may visit the public 
library and expose themselves to considerable basic informa- 


tion. Also, specific information on what is happening in drug 
abuse may be obtained by writing this government agency: 
National Clearing House For Drug Abuse Information, Room 
8C-0°, 5600 Fishers Lane, Rockville, Maryland, 20852. A 
wealth of practical information and statistics can be obtained 
from this source. In addition, concerned citizens will benefit 
themselves and the community immensely by joining existing 
anti-drug abuse groups, or forming new groups designed for 
the study and dissemination of drug information. Even neigh- 
borhood discussion groups would prove beneficial among par- 
ents and others interested in helping head off anew crisis 
and further proliferation of drug abuse. 


For those already involved in the drug abuse problem, and now 
seeking a way out, there is professional help available, ready, 
willing and well equipped to serve you. Don’t try to go it alone 
as real progress is seldom attainable in this manner. Call the 
county health officer’s office for guidance on the best proce- 
dures in your individual case. 


Parents, as always is the case in so many problems that po- 
tentially involve children, must be the first and most powerful 
line of defense. Parents MUST learn the true facts about drug 
abuse so that when they are talking to their children about 
drugs, they speak with intelligence and authority, never lending 
themselves to the absurdity of preaching on the basis of ‘‘old 
wives’ tales."’ This kind of thinking, coupled with setting good 
personal examples in achieving life's fulfillments without the 
use of pills, capsules and alcohol, will help to provide the 
satisfaction of seeing your children escape the pitfalls pro- 
vided by the world’s drug merchants!

When a person enters the newspaper writing and editing field, 
one of the first things learned is that at times a story would be 
easier left unwritten. However, this business, like all others, 
has its thorns along with the roses and this week we are being 
stuck by the thorns, as we attack the actions of one of Elba’s 
city officials 


One night last week, a local citizen was stopped by the Elba 
police following a call from New Brockton officers about a car 
driving fast and - well, not so straight. As the result of this 
stop, the man was charged with reckless driving, and when 
taken to the police station and given a drunk meter test, reg- 
istered .19 which is nine points over being legally drunk in 
Alabama He was then charged with Driving While Intoxicat- 
ed (DWI) Now a DWI is nothing unusual in Elba, nor are we 
discussing the merits or demerits of drinking while driving. 
Nor are we discussing the brave talk of the arrested man - 
it ain't unusual for people in this position to talk big 


The meat in the coconut of this case, however, is that one of 
Elba’s councilmen, Ronnie Vaughan, was called by the man “to 
settle the matter,” according to written reports of the police 
officers involved Vaughan reportedly discussed the matter 
with the officers and then told the arrested man not to worry 
about it, because “I will get it reduced to reckless driving 
tomorrow.” That, along with actually taking the man out of 
the PD without signing any bonds, smells grossly of inter- 
fering with an officer in the performance of his duty, which is 
in itself against the law. 


Vaughan has twice in the past been officially censored by the 
City Council for interfering with the Police Department. Once 
it was an almost identical case, and the other was when he was 
admittedly voiding parking tickets when he felt the urge (writing 
“void” on the ticket with his initials and depositing it in the pay- 
ment box). In both cases, the Council was unanimous in telling 
him that no councilman had the right to take such actions. 


A check with the City Judge, Bill Stokes, revealed that the case 
will be decided on its own merits, but that he routinely reduces 
such cases on the first offense. The man charged told this 
newspaper on Monday that it was the first time - ever - that he 
had gotten a DWI ticket - and the last. We have no reason to 
Single out the man charged, even though there was a recent case 
in Montgomery where a case wasreducedina death! It was later 
changed but it was one of a string of driving offenses. About a 
year ago, a personal lifelong friend of this writer, highway pa- 
trolman Lassiter, was killed by a man with a reported record 
of driving offenses - including one where Lassiter had saved the 
man’s life. 


We have touched on two different items in this editorial, but 
there is no reason for a city councilman to keep repeating the 
Same sin after he had been told by his peers that he doesn’t have 
this authority. We can understand the feelings of a trial judge 
that reduces a charge to keep a person from losing his driver's 
license for the required six months, even though there is no pro- 
vision in the law for this action. Put yourself in the place of a 
police officer that has been through this type activity several 
times and then look him in the face and ask “Why don’t you put 
a Stop to some of these lawbreakers?”

Quite a few folks have asked 
me about the farm situations 
in the past several days, Our 
farmers have lost several hun 
dred thousand dollars in soil 
fertility, herbicide effective 
ness, extra preparations, re 
pairing breaks in fields and in 
many other ways. It is the 
worst damage I have ever seen 
to farm land 

It is important during the 
next two to three weeks that 
we get just normal type rain 
fall Three or four rainy 
days this week could further 
delay the preparation for plant 
ing. We could get ina situation 
where we could not get the pea- 
nuts and corn planted in time 
to make normal yields. Or- 
dinarily, the last half of April 
and most of May and part of 
June is relatively dry 

Last year we planted pea 
nuts about ten days later than we 
ordinarily do and made good 
yields. We still have time to 
get peanuts and corn planted 
if we don’t have any prolonged

I talked by phone with Smith 
this week He has gotten a 
bulldozer in to try to fill 
up gullies and repair terraces. 
He is going to replant his 
entire peanut crop. He said, 
‘I have got to put the land back 
together first and put out some 
extra herbicides in those areas 
where water stood and where we 
have had a lot of repair work 
on the field. I figure I have 
been hurt close to $100 anacre 
on my 80 acres of peanuts 
But if we can go ahead and get 
planted next week and get a good 
stand and have a good year, 
I will still be able to make a 
living.”

WEEDS 

I see more weeds in lawns 
than I have seen in several 
years. Perhaps the big rains 
have washed in some seeds that 
we don't ordinarily have or 
perhaps the soil has heen wet 
and germination is a little bet 
ter than usual 

I get quite a few calls about 
controlling weeds. One of the 
dest materials to use is 2,4-D 
Be sure to spray 2,4-D omyour 
lawn when weeds are growing 
rapidly and on warm days 
Sometimes it will take several 
sprayings to completely kill 
all of the weeds. Temporary 
yellowing may also occur on 
Centipede, the common Ber- 
muda, some of the newer Ber- 
mudas and on some of the Zoy- 
Sia grasses. However, this 
yellowing is only temporary 
St. Augustine grass is the most 
sensitive to herbicides So 
if you have St. Augustine, you 
would need to spot treat or use 
some of the materials that are 
less sensitive to St. Augustine

SAFETY 

The 1975 farming season is 
fully in swing in Coffee County, 
and hundreds of tractors and 
perhaps even thousands are in 
the fields and busily going ev 
ery day. Some of the tractors 
are being operated by very 
young boys, and this can be 
dahgerous. Young people are 
killed by taking risky chances 
like standing up on thetractors 
as they drive ora number of 
other unsafe practices. Lack of 
training, inexperience and 
operatifg errors that we would 
associate with young teenagers 
cause tragic deaths 

I am mentioning safety in 
iriving tractors because so 
many farmers are extra busy 
now. It is natural to get ina 
hurry and take risks we would 
not ordinarily be taking 


slopes. These terraces should 
be plowed up each fall, and the 
outlets opened to insure proper 
drainage 

A stable outlet is important 
to the safety of a water dis- 
posal system Vegetative 
waterways should be used ifa 
draw exists within the cropland 
This waterway is grassed to 
hold the soil, while allowing the 
water to flow from the field 
without carrying away valuable 
topsoil. A tile outlet system 
can be used where vegetative 
measures fail This system 
is a series of plastic pipe out- 
lets taking the water stored be- 
hind each terrace to a stabl 
outlet through underground 
pipes 


The location and spacing of 
is determined by the 
Slope, soils, extent of erosion 
ang Management 
Grassed field borders should be 
used where terrace outlets 
exist along roads.woods. fen- 
ces, drainage ditches andgul- 
lies. These act as filter strips 
to hold soil in the field and can 
be used for turning around at 
the end of rows 

Most Coffee County farmers 
follow these conservation prac 
tices and believe in conserving 
their soil. For these who do 
not. I'm sure the benefits are 
obvious after these heavy rains 
Ask your friends their exper- 
lences with these practices

Tuesday we went to the 
White House, or at least part 
of it. We saw the part which 
the First Family rarely uses: 
The Green Room, the Blue 
Room, the State Dining Room, 
and the Rotunda Here our 
rather sarcastic instructors 
pointed out some of the gar- 
ish and gauty Art Deco and 
Art Nouveau forms in furni- 
ture, such as the Lady witha 
Clock in Her Belly. The Wh- 
ite House, was I must say, 
immaculately spotless The 
outside was in dire need of

Wednesday there were only 
three seminars, but we were 
all so excited about our up- 
coming night at the theatre 
that we could hardly concen- 
trate on Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare Cas- 
par Weinberger.
